20  6.  Write  a precis  of  the  material  contained  in  the  following  paragraph  which  contains 

approximately  285  words. 

First  of  all  we  must  recognize  that  the  ability  to  think  depends  primarily  upon 
the  number  and  quality  of  those  impressions  which  are  brought  to  the  mind  along  the 
railways  of  the  various  senses.  Through  the  sensory  nerves  which  have  their  receiv- 
ing stations  in  the  eye,  ear,  tongue,  nose  and  muscles  of  our  bodies  we  gain  our  im- 
pressions of  the  manifold  objects  making  up  our  world.  As  these  various  senses  are 
called  into  greater  use,  we  come  to  recognize  with  keener  and  ever  keener  appreciation 
the  nature  of  their  messages,  till  those  people  who  cultivate  long  and  faithfully  any  one 
of  these  senses,  as  does  for  example,  the  tea  taster,  seem  to  their  less-educated  fellows 
to  work  marvels.  The  Indians  so  trained  eye  and  ear  to  catch  sounds  and  sights  that  the 
snapping  of  a twig  or  the  gleam  of  a far-distant  fire,  imperceptible  to  the  less-acute 
sense  of  the  white,  seldom  escaped  them.  Such  a man  as  John  Ruskin  owed  his  mental 
superiority  to  the  majority  of  mankind,  in  part  at  least,  to  the  fact  that  he  deliber- 
ately and  painstakingly  schooled  his  senses,  particularly  his  vision,  to  bear  clear-cut, 
definite  messages  from  the  world  about  him,  to  supply  him  with  an  abundance  of 
vivid  images.  His  mind  was  like  a great  well-equipped  radio  station  which  receives  fre- 
quent and  accurate  news  of  what  is  doing  in  the  world  and  thus  possesses  much  valu- 
able materials  which  may  be  turned  to  good  use.  People  differ  markedly  in  their  sensi- 
bility to  these  impressions;  a few  are  as  finely  responsive  as  a delicate  thermometer 
which  registers  a variation  of  a fraction  of  a degree  in  temperature;  others,  however, 
resemble  those  thermometers  given  away  to  advertise  Dr.  Quack’s  Cure-all,  which  are 
quite  indifferent  to  a change  of  five  or  ten  degrees.
